made by the Puzricx. for the Poor; Bur, ſince that was not done, he was ſo far from being angry dt 
their Coming to His Door to tepreſent their Wants to him, and to ts Sy that he made it hi: 
Buſineſs (once a Week) to viſit his poor Neighboprs,, who could not ſpeak orchemſelve „ and he would 
know their Circumſtances: Thoſe of them that could not Work, he (lde Father) reliev'd, and 
mov'd others to do ſo too; And would. always find Work for thoſe that were able. to do it. His 
Friends conſtantly met with a hearty Welcome to the beſt that his Am affdrded; He ſtudy'd to in- 
courage Trade, and was a true Friend to Induſtry and Ingenuity ; But he thought it a great Diſſervice to 
the Trader, for any Man needleſsly or wantonly to tun in his Debt, or to live ſo high as not to be able 


to pay for what he had; He ſeldom parted with his ready- Money, unleſs he had Occaſion to buy 


more Stock for his Land; But manag d his Affairs ſo, that when he ſent his Goods. to London, and 
had others from thence (for the Uſe of his Family) he receiv d Money upon the Ballance of the Ac! 
count; Ie well knew his Efate was capable of Improvement, .and finding he wanted Money to put Life 
into his Buſimeſs, he borrow'd a thouſand Pounds, at more than legal Intereſt ; With Part whitreof, he 
purchaſed a large Quantity of fine Copper (this was in the Time when out Traders had a Liberty o 
coining their own Copper- money) and therewith made Abundance of Half-pence, with his own Arms and 
Name on them; the Workmanſhip was fo very fine, that he feared no Counterfeirs ; his «Honey paſs d in 
all the Towns and Villages (where he was known) for above one Third more than it's I Value. 
That which made it current was this; For many Miles round him, he was known to be a Man of 
Subſtance and great Honour, and always todk his own' Half pence in Exchange for Goods or other Money, 
as readily as that which was coin d in the Town of the full Weight. When 1 Coining was 
forbid, he took in all his own Copper - Caſh for Corn or other «Honey, at the very ſame Rates as it had 
paſs d in the Country for many Years: This (while it held) Was a very conſiderable Profit to him; 
and Advantage to the People, Who by this Means, had Money enough to anſwer all the [tle Occaſions of 
Trade, and the Neighbourhood were in no Danger of it's being ſeſit abroad, becauſe it would no 
paſs in other Counties for near ſo much as it did where my Grandfather was known. © With the reſt o 
the 1000 J. (he borrow'd) he fo ſtock d and improv'd his Farm, That in leſs than twenty Tears, he noc 
only (by paying off Part of his principal-Debt every Year) clear d his Efate of that hcumbrance, with- 
out leſſening his Stock too much, by paying it all at once, But made alſo a handſome Proviſion for 
his Daughters : When he died, he left his Farm (ſo improved) to my Father, with a thouſand Pounds in 
Y his Pocket to manage 55 „„ | „ 8. 995 TO Ia 5 1 
My Father was a very ſober, honeſt Man, but loyd to live gentilely, and thought 
nothing too good for his Houſe, his Wife, his Children, or his Friends ; he conſtantly ſent. his 
, Cattle, Corn and Hops to Lonpon, and had Returns from thence of the richeſt Mes, Sli the beſt Spe- 
vi Broad-Cloaths, the fineſt Callicoes, and other coſtly Goods and Furniture, which that great City affords. 
By his Books, it appears, that (one Tear with another) he had from thence, more than the' Produ®#t 
off his Farm paid for, by 1001; So that in ten Years, his 1000 J. was all remitted to Lonpox to pay 
his Debrs, But his Eſtate not at all improv'd. My Father (in his Family) having always made a hand- 
ſome Figure in the Country, could not bear the Thoughts of retrenching his Expences, But kept on as 
he had done the firſt ten Years, ſo that every Year, he run out about a hundred Pounds. All his 
 :< one being gone, this ſoon oblig'd him to mortgage his » (a7 to pay his Debts ; What with the In⸗ 
tereſt for the Whole Sum (tho he paid but ive per Cent.) which he punctually comply'& with every 
half Year (but paid no Part of the Principal to leſſen his Ivrereft, and at laſt was oblig d to pay it all at 
once); And what with his Way of Living, and Want of Stocł, in leſs than ten Years more, All he had 
in the World was gone; and yet am latisfy d, he never waſted: a Penny of his'#fate, either by 
.Drunkenneſs, Gaming, or any other Vice. All the Loſſes he had by the Death of Cartle, bad Debts, 
and other Mi fortunes, did not amount to 400 J. Tho my Grandfather's Loſſes (in his Time) came to 
2 great deal more, and my Fatber had as good Years and Prices as my Grandfather : But, tho my 
Father loſt all by thus managing, Thoſe boneft (Alen that brought up his Corn, Cartle and Hops to Lows 
von, and carry d him down Goods from thence, always (at the price Current) got 4 very handſome 
 'Livingby bim, and by other Farmers thereabouts (who manag'd juſt as my Farber did); Bur, all - 
their Children now feel the ſad Effects thereof oY, 989
